FORTRESS WAS BURNED 


Twenty Buildings Held By Irish In­ 
surgents Desfroyed. 


(By Associated Press) 
Dublin, July 6—T w enty buildings 
in O ’Connell 
street, 
Dublin’s main 
thoroughfare, were destroyed by fire 
a fte r the surrender of the insurg­ 
ents, who had turned the buildings 
into fortresses in their resistance to 
provisional Free State troops.

New York, July 6.—About 150 per­ 
sons were overcome by smoke today 
when a northbound Jerom e express 
train on the E ast Side subway, caught 
fire, near Lexington avenue and 61st. 
street. 
Dozens of ambulances were 
summoned from nearly every hospital 
in tho city and Mayor Hylan arrived 
on the scene to direct the rescue work. 


The accident started in the motor- 
m an’s box a fte r a fuse had blown out. 
There was a flash of flame and dense 
smoke swept 
through the 
crowded 
train. 
When the emergency brakes 
were applied and the train came to 
a grinding halt, guards threw open 
the doors and passengers made a mad 
scramble to escape. 
Those unable to 
walk were carried from the cars to 
the 59th street station. 


Fire 
ladders were also 
dropped 
through iron gratings in the sidewalk 
at 61st. street;, and unconscious women 
were lifted to the street. 


The injured were stretched out on 
the sidewalk for several blocks. 
A 
tem porary hospital was organized and 
14 pulmotors were put in operation. 
The crowd of spectators soon became 
so dense police reserves had to be 
rushed to /the scene. 


Men, women and children filled the 
ten-car train. 
Guards attempted to 
fight the flames with hand extinguish­ 
ers but failed. 
When the firemen 
arrived, however, they soon succeeded 
in quelling the blaze, which in itself 
was small.

Relief work soon got under way. 
Besides the doctors who hastened to 
the scene in ambulances, many other 
physicians jumped into taxicabs b ring­ 
ing their office nurses with them. 


About an hour later a cheek of the 
injured failed to reveal any dead a l­ 
though 2 men and a woman were taken 
to hospitals in a critical condition.
